(1) IN GENERAL.—The Attorney General of the 3

United States shall conduct an analysis to determine 4

if subchapter VIII of chapter 73 of title 5, United 5

States Code, as added by subsection (a), protects 6

any speech to greater extent than the First Amend-7

ment of the Constitution and, if such subchapter 8

does so, whether such additional protections on 9

speech will substantially effect the ability of the Fed-10

eral Government to hunt down extremism of all 11

kinds. 12

(2) REPORT.—Not later than 60 days after the 13

date of the enactment of this Act, the Attorney Gen-14

eral shall submit to Congress a report on the find-15

ings of the analysis conducted under paragraph (1). 16

  (f) Analysis and report on censorship prohibition effects 
  (1) In general The Attorney General of the United States shall conduct an analysis to determine if subchapter VIII of chapter 73 of title 5, United States Code, as added by subsection (a), protects any speech to greater extent than the First Amendment of the Constitution and, if such subchapter does so, whether such additional protections on speech will substantially effect the ability of the Federal Government to hunt down extremism of all kinds. 
  (2) Report Not later than 60 days after the date of the enactment of this Act, the Attorney General shall submit to Congress a report on the findings of the analysis conducted under paragraph (1).
